HE FEARED TO LIVE. 


SENSATIONAL SUIOIDE OF HARRY 8. 
MAPES, A OREDIT MAN. 


For Eight Years He Was a Trusted Em- 
ploye of the Sherwin-Williams Com- 
pany, Manufacturers of Paint - His 
Wife Left Him and Rumors of a Fast 
Life He Was Leading Led to an Inves- 
tigation in Which a Shortage in Ac- 
counts Is Found. € 


Domestic troubles and fear of exposure and 
punishment as an embezzler caused the sui- 
cide of Harry 8. Mapes at his home in the 
Vincennes flat building eatly Thursday morn- 
‘ing. His body was not found until yesterday 
at 11 o'clock. For eight years he had been 
the trusted cashier and credit man of tne 
Sherwin-Williams company, manufacturers 
of paints, in this city. ‘ 

‘Mapes was last seen by Ed Youmans, the 
night watchman at the Vincennes Building, 
shortly beforé 2 o’clock Thursday morning, 
when he went to his apartments. He ap- 
peared cheerful, joked with Youmans, and then 
took the elevator. Twenty minutes later 
Youmans héard a noise like a pistol shot and 
went to the fifth floor,on which Mapes’ apart- 
ments are situated, He then thought 
Mapes was taking a bath and had 
probably knocked a glass off a stand. 
Thursday Mapes’ apartments were not 
opened, and yesterday mornmg at 
11 o’clock A. C. Barnum, the manager of the 
building, growing apprehensive, mounted a 
chair and looked through the transom. 
Mapes’ body was lying on the floor in a pool 
of blood. Over the right ear was an ugly 
bullet wound. The arms were lying out- 
stretched, and tightly grasped in the right 
hand was u revolver with which Mapes had 
shot himself, the finger still being pressed 
against the trigger. Manager Barnum called 
a policeman, who went through the transom 
and unlocked the door. The Coroner and 
Mapes’ relatives were then notified. 


Employed for Eight Years. 


Mapes was 28 years old, and was raised in 
Cleveland. O., where his parents now reside. 
He had been employed by the Sherwin-Will- 
iams company for eight years, the last seven 

_ being in this city. He was married seven 
years ago to a Miss Darby, and they lived to- 
gether until August of this year. Then, 
on account of disagreements, it was 
thought best by both to live 
apart, and they separated, his wife 
going to the Newberry Hotel on the North 
Side. Mapes began to get into fast company 
and to use liquor. The company was advised 
and S. P. Fenn, the Treasurer, came to Chi- 
cago from Cleveland to see if the rumors of 
Mapes’ dissipation were true. Mr. 
rived Tuesday and questioned Mapes about 
his domestic troubles. Mapes told him it was 
true he and his wife had separated and con- 
fessed he had been keeping company with a 
young woman residing in Langley avenue, 
although he was not divorced from his wife. 
Wednesday Mr. Fenn began an inspection of 
the books and found an irregularity. He 
called Mapes’ attention to it, who erplained 
itto Mr. Fenn. Shortly after another was 
found and Mapes was again questioned.

Shortage Is Not Known. 

The amount, of Mapes’ shortage has not 
been ascertained and his employers were 
reticent yesterday in stating any amount. 
An associate of Mapes, however, who claims 
to be in a position to know, says a shortage of 
several hundred dollars has been found, The 
books have not yet been examined thor- 
oughly, however. 

“Mapes has been employed by our com- 
pany for many years and was loved by us 
all,“ said John F. Weare, the manager and 
resident director of the company. I thought 
nearly as much of him as I could of a son. 
Wenever knew of his drinking or gambling, 
even on a baseball game or a horse race. 
He was a bright young man and 
was considered one of the best credit men in 
the city. There has never been the least crit- 
icism of his work prior to the last two weeks. 
He was at the office Wednesday and was 
cheerful and in good spirits. There is a pos- 
sibility of a shortage, but how large I cannot 
tell. His parents live near Cleveland and-are 
well-to-do people. | 

Mr. Fenn, the Secretary of the company, 
said he could not state the amount of the 
shortage, but that there was a shortage he 
admitted. A few weeks ago, he said, we 
were told Mapes was leading a fast life. That 
was in Cleveland at our principal office, and I 
came to Chicago to find out if the report was 
true. Then I heard of other reports, and con- 
sulted with our men here, but they could not 
believe he was going wrong. 

Said Théy Had Parted. 

I talked with him Tuesday and he said he 
was separated from his wife and had 
been since Aug. 1. He told me be 
was keeping company with a young 
woman on Langley avenue and said he had 
informed her he was not divorced and they 
had concluded to part. The next day I began 
to investigate the books. I found a minor 
mistake and called his attention to it and he 
explained it satisfactorily, I proceeded with 
the investigation and found further irregular- 
ities. He watched me and when I asked for 
an explanation of these he said there must bea 
mistake and excused himself until he could go 
into another room after a book. That was 
the last I saw of him until today when I was 
calied to his apartments and found him dead. 
The books have not been examined further 
and I don’t know how much he is short, but 
the more I think of it the more I am 
convinced it will be a large amount. 
He would hardly have killed himself were he 
short but a few dollars, and his father would 
have made right any defalcation, even were 
the amount as large as $4,00Q or $5,000. 
The American Surety company was on his 
bond for $5,000. I also think he communi- 
cated with his father yesterday, as a telegram 
was received from him asking about his 
son. 

The widow of Mapes was notifled and she 
came to the house as quickly as possible. She 
was prostrated with grief and would see no 
reporters. 

At the offices of the American Surety com- 
pany nothing could be learned about the case 
last night.

New Yorx, Oct. 5.—[Special.)—The Hill 
ticket has been dealt a blow from which it 
can hardly recover. Judge Gaynor, nom- 
inated for a Court of Appeals Judgeship, has 
declined to run; and in announcing his with- 
drawal makes some statements that must 
rankle in the Democrats and suffuse the Re- 
publicans with: great hope. He bitterly de- 
nounces the crimes against suffrage commit- 
ted by Tammany and other Democrats to se- 
cure control of political spoils, and says he 
owes nothing to politicians or parties. Judge 
Gaynor’s letter of declination is as follows: 

„ Circumstances do not permit me to &c- 
cept the nomination. It is now nearly five 
years ago that I openly objected, as an indi- 
vidual citizen, to political methods which I 
deemed low, base, and unmanly, and to of- 
ficial acts which I deemed heartless crime, in- 
volving, as they did, spoliation of the people’s 
hard-earned money for the enrichment of a 
few, who followed politics as a trade and 
made public officials their mere tools, 
1 felt that I: had a right to speak, 
for in the face of gross wrongs to the people 
among whom I lived I had sat silent for fif- 
teen years, and silence often gives the right 
to 8 furthermore, from an impulse 
which I cannot define, ora reason which is 
too inscrutabie to assign, I found myself un- 
able to sit silent longer. The history of the 
four years of effort which ensued by appeal to 
court and to public opinion I cannot now even 
suramarize, but in this hour in which my 
name is being tossed back and forth by con- 
tending political factions and in which I have 
broken asunder the bonds of my perplexity 
I see my duty clear. 

I might stop here, but if I did it would 
seem to me that I had left something appro- 
priate unsaid in view of recent events. am 
not without feeling and cannot refrain from 
yacknowledging a vibration of pain that or- 

nizations avowedly working unselfishly 

or high political methods and for 
better government should affirma- 
tively refuse to indorse my nomina- 
tion in advance of S or refusal.

Passed Through Chicago Last Evening 
Denies Statements of Mrs, Peary= 
Says the Lieutenant and His Wife 

. Secluded Themselves=—Provisions Doled 

Out Sparingly- Lack of Fuel—Thrilling 
Account of the Dash to the North and 
His Return to Headquarters, 

Dr. Edward Vincent of Springfield, III., 
formerly Surgeon-General, I. N. G., the sur- 
geon and ethnologist of the Peary expedi- 
tion, reached Chicago on his way home from 
the Arctic yesterday. Dr. Vincent looked 
well and rugged, notwithstanding the fact 
that he had within the year endured the rigors 
of a climate where the thermometer fre- 
quently registered 50° below zero, had suf- 
fered incessant exposure, and had found ra- 
tions not always choice nor plenty. Dr. Vin- 
cent said he regretted there had been a con- 
troverey between the membors of the expe- 
dition and Mrs. Peary, but the statements 
made by his fellow-members were facts 
which Mrs, Peary’s denials could not 
affect. The story of the life at Bowdoin Bay 
and the attempt to cross Greenland to the 
pole, as told by Dr. Vincent, is of interest. 
His account of a sledge trip, with an injured 
companion, in the face of an Arctic winter, 
is thrilling. 

The ship that bore the party northward left 
it at Bowdoin Bay., There the house was 
built, provisions were stored, and the ship 
sailed away. They were in latitude 78 north, 
in the country of the typical Esquimau of the 
North Greenland tribe. They reached there 
during the latter month of the two that go to 
make up the Arctic summer. The house was 
built and the cold closed down. Nineteen 
miles from the party’s headquarters was an 
Eskimo village of forty inhabitants. The 
whole tribe numbers but 244 people. 
Dr. Vincent made a careful study 
of the natives. Their food is wholly flesh. 
They are prolific, but the danger of the chase 
after sea animals keeps the ranks of the men 
thinned and the tribe numerically just about 
holds its own. The nearness of the Esquimau 
village gave the Peary party a chance to learn 
the language of the tribe. It is identical with 
that of the British American Indians of the 
far North. There is no alphabet and sign 
language is not used. In the absence of both 
the only history the natives have is the tradi- 
tion handed down from father to son. 

Peary and Wife Secluded,

doin Bay Dr. Vincent says Lieut. Peary kept 
his wife secluded rarely had commu- 
nication himself with the others in the party.

WILL SUBMIT A NEW LIST OF JUDGES. 


Democratic Executive Committee Decides 
to Take Definite Action. 

The Democratic Executive committee noti- 
fied the Election Commissioners yesterday 
that it would submitan entirely new list of 
judges and cierks of election to represent the 
party.

Cold Month for the Journey. 

% Peary chose March, the coldest month of 
the cold year in that latitude, for his attempt 
to cross Greenland to the pole. Seven of us 
started with him for the journey over the ice 
pack. It has been erroneously said that I 


‘gave out and wascompelled by illness to re- 


turn. This is not true. I was in first-class 
physical condition. Hugh J. Lee was frost- 
bitten the first week. Astrup, the Nor- 
wegian, who went with Peaxy’s first 
expedition, was taken ill. They were 
taken back to headquarters on sledges 
by Lieut. Peary and G. H. Clark. They re- 
turned and reported that Lee was in danger 
of losing his leg. We moved forward again, 
and March 21 reached Equinoctial Camp 
where a terrible storm struck us. It 

for three days and nights. The thermometer 
went to 60° below zeroand the wind averaged 
forty-eight miles an hour, which broke the 
meteorological record. The tent occupied by 
G. H. Clark, Davidson, and myself was blown 
to shreds and carried away. e were over- 
wheimed by an immense snow drift, and could 
not get out. Finally Davidson, who occu- 
ried with Clark a double sleeping bag, man. 
aged toget out. He obtained a spade and 
dug us out, and in doing it froze his heel 
to the bone. ‘This incapacitated him 


for further duty, It was necessary | 


to take him to headquarters house. I was or- 
dered by Peary to take Davidson back. I was 
at that time probably the best fitted man ‘in 
the party physically to have gone on with 
Peary in the dash for the pole, but of course 
I did as I was directed. Davidson and I 
took a sledge and four dogs and started on the 
return trip. We had a hard time. There were 
storms and mock suns, and we were lost con- 
stantly. We had nothing but the compass to 
guide us. A heavy storm overtook us and we 
had to stop. We had no tent and nc fire, but 
we passed through it. and after it was over we 
started on again. The dogs gave out and I 
was compelled to go in harness my- 
self and drag the sledge. The last 
six miles Davidson was compelled to 
walk because the sledge broke. The flesh 
came off his heel and he was in bed for 126 
days. He will be a cripple for life. 
Returned with Davidson. 


‘Peary and the rest of the party went on 
for about eighty miles and then returned. He 
gave no satisfactory reason for the abandon. 
ment of his attempt to reach the pole, He 
said he would then release us from our obli- 
gations to him and that he wished volunteers 
to stay with him after the ship came again, in 
order that he might make one more attempt to 
reach the pole. Those who did not volunteer, 
he said, must go back. He gave us until July 
15 to make up our minds. It was on the heel 
of Peary’s return from the attempt to reach 
the pole that the scarcity of provisions began. 
Au of ue but Hugh J. Le made up 
our minds to go back on the ship. Lee was 
promised he would be taught engineering and 
would be helped to a naval position if he 
staid with Peary. It was not because we 
feared we would not get enough to eat that we 
resolved not to stay, for the ship brought food 
in plenty, but because there was a total ab- 
sence of material necessary for a suceessful 
journey to the pole, We were none of us in 
sympathy with Peary’s ‘cross lots’ method of 
getting to the pole. I think I would be will- 
ing to go back under different circumstances. 

* E., B. Baldwin made some valuable me- 
teorologica! observations and Eivind Astrup 
completed a survey of Melvilie Bay. I made 
a close study of the natives and will make a 
report to Peary on his return. The men kept 
well despite hardships. The average weight

I. refore, urgently recom- 
mend that promptiy vpon the reassembling of 
Congress a law be enacted by which the settiers 
shail be allowed to perfect theirclaims by com- 
mutation thereof to cash purchase at the legal 
price per acre. By this means 8 and op- 
portunity would be given to cut dispose of 
the burned timber during the early part of the 
approaching winter, and before it mes 
worthiess, thereby preserving it from destruction 
and in some degree relie the suffering to 
which those have been subjected by the devastat- 
ing conflagrations. It would seem the in- 
stincts of humanity and justice unite to demand 
such legislation. I would further recommend 
that such other provisions for the relief for these 
settiers as Congress may deem proper may 
made, following the procedent set in a similar 
case of fires in the same States by the act of Con- 
gress of June 8. 1872. 

Commissioner Lamoreux recommends an 
innovation in survey. Instead of the contract 
system under which public lands are now sur- 
veyed he says the government should make 
the surveys, and suggests the work be done by 
the Geological Survey. He also recommends 
the surveys be made as fast as possible. 

The disposal of land for the year ending 
June 30 was as follows: Sold for cash, 613, 
826 acres; miscellaneous entries, 9,763,398 
acres; Indian lands, 28,876 acres; total de- 
crease compared with last year, 1,485,043 
acres. The total cash receipts of the office 
were $2,767,824, a decrease of $1,711.909; 
total agricultural patents issued, 36,255, a 
decrease of 8,429. Mineral patents, 1,363; 
railroad land grants patented, 865,556 acres;

Iu- 
stead of exvending a large amount in building 
and maintaining.a school on a reservation where 
the Indians are often loath to attend, I believe in 
establishing atboarding-house under the super- 
vision of a matron in towns where there are nor- 
mal schools, agricultural colleges, or high 
schools, and sending the Indians to these institu- 
tions. The contact of the Indian lad with white 
pupils would be a part of their educatian.” 1

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Freight Rate Expose in “The Tribune”: 
Revealing the Methods Pursued to Se- 
cure Business Causes a Discussion 
Among Officials as to a Remedy—Penn- 
sylvania Road Is Charged with Con- 
spiracy—Nickol-Plate’s New Through 
Line to New York. 

That railway pools do not bring about the 
strict maintenance of freight rates was forci- . 
bly demonstrated by yesterday’s exposé in Tun 
Tum, revealing the methods pursued by 
the roads to secure business. It had been 
known for some time that more or less rate 
cutting was being practiced by the roads East 
and West, but no one had an idea the demor- 
alization was'so widespread and the situation 
so thoroughly bad, until Tun Tareunz fur- 
nished the facts and figures. Railroad offi- 
cials did not like the criticism on their 
actions, but admitted the facts produced were 
substantially correct. Shippers and Board of 
Trade people were highly pleased and ex- 
pressed their gratification that the methods 
pursued by the railroads to secure business 
at the expénse of Chicago interests had been 
laid bare. The injury done to Chicago by 
maintaining a pool at this point and keeping 
Southern junction points wide open has been 
enormous. Fully 75 per cent of the business 
from the West, which naturally would go to 
or via Chicago, is now diverted via Scuthern 
gateways that are not pooled. A great deal 
of discussion has been going on among rail- 
road officials as to the measures necessary to 
remedy the evils now existing. The general 
opinion is — Have grown so bad the only 
remedy is for lines that hava maintained 
and have suffered from the rate-cutting of 
others to issue tariff at such low rates as not 
to allow rebate payments without 
actual loss. The Santa Fé receivers, it 
is stated, will not permit the 
payment of rebates on their lines or of mak- 
ing cuts or manipulate rates in any other 
manner. If the methods now pursued by 
many of the rdeds are not speedily correct 
the Santa Fé receivers propose to protect the 
interest of their lines by making an open 
tariff on dressed beef and provisions of five 
cents a 100 pounds between Missouri River 
and Mississippi River points. The tariff rate 
between these points is now 1844 cents on 
dressed beef and 15 centa on provisions. If 
the Santa Fé putsin a five-centrate it will 
stay in until all lines give satisfactory assur- 
ances to the Santa Fé that it will be allowed 
to carry its proper proportion of the business 
without being obliged to go into open market 
and slash and cut the rates. 


Inter-State Commerce Law. 


It is claimed no freight that is competitive 
is moving at tariff rates. The impotency of 
the inter-State commerce law is shown by the 
fact that rate cutting is openly and publicly 
done at all points in the West and East and 
no attention ie paid whatever to the law. Re- 
bates heretofore were paid secretly and the 
amount charged to some other account 60 as 
to conceal the action as much as possible, but 
now rebates are paid openly by vouchers, the 
same as in the good old days, before the in- 
ter-State commerce law had been enacted. 

The east-bound pool from Chicago isa flat 
failure and business cannot be equalized ow- 
ing to the diversion of freight via Southern 
gateways. At East St. Louis. the agreement 
is no longer nized on through business 
and at Peosia little attempt is made to abide 
b the arbitration made by Mr. 
Midgley. At Chicago the Vanderbilt 
and Pennsylvania lines do but little 
rate cutting, but the Vanderbilt lines, it 
is claimed, are not so particular at other 
points and do considerabie rate cutting 
through their Big Four“ connection via 
the non-pooled gateways’ of Bloomington, 
Peoria, Seneca, and East St. Louis. The 
Continental Dispatch, it is claimed, is cutting 
rates via Peoria, East St. Louis, and Chicago 
and has gone into cold storage housesin the 
West, contructing for the cold storage dairy 
products at a cut of 20 cents a 100 pounds 
in addition to cuts made by Western roads. 
The Merchants’ Dispatch and Star Union 
lines under normal conditions carry jointly 
about 85 per cent of dairy products, which 
at this season go in train loads, but owing to 
rate cutting by lines via Southern gateways 
are now carrying only from 60 to 65 per cent 
of the business. 

a Alliance Is Named. 

While the present demoralization is trace- 
ablb originally to action of lines via the non- 
pooled gateways and the Missouri Pacific, the 
great obstacle in restoring rates to nominal 
condition, itis claimed, is the alliance be- 
tween the Milwaukee and St. Paul road and 
the Grand Trunk. 

Within the next few days a strong effort 
will be made by Chairman Midgley to get the 
managing officers of all the Western roads to- 
gether to agree not to cut rates for their own 
lines or their Eastern connections, If this fails it 
is the general opinion in Western railroad 
circles that the Rock Island, Northwestern, 
Santa Fé, and Chicago and Alton roads will 
publish tariffs covering ail classes of competi- 
tive business at rates so low they cannot 
be cut lower. The losses sustained 
by the roads on account of this 
widespread demoralization are a drain on 
their resources second only to that caused by 
the Debs strike, and if sounder methods do 
not prevail many of the roads will soon find 
themselves financially embarrassed. Since 
August business throughout the West has ma- 
terially fallen off, and there is but little pros- 
pect for improvement in thenext few months. 
Careful canvass of the situation has been 
made by nearly every traffic department in 
the West with the result, it is the belief of the 
best posted judges, that the period from Dec. 
20, 1894, to March 15, 1895, is going to 
show lighter earnings for railroads than has 
been the case at any time for the previous 
history in this country. 


FAVORED THE STANDARD OIL. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Charged with Con- 
spiracy=Sued for Big Amount. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Oct. 5.— [Special.] —State- 
ments in two suits to recover a total of 52, 
300,000 from the Pennsylvania railroad 
company ere filed today in behalt of Richard 
S. Waring and Orville T. Warmg. The sum- 
monses in the cases were issued in 1879 and 
1880, and were for the recovery of excess of 
freight charges. The suits were allowed to 
sleep for fifteen years before the statements 
were filed. The statement in the first suit 
sets forth that the defendant Nov. 
30, 1873, was a common 
in this State, and that 
date mentioned and March 1. 1875, received 
from the plaintiff 467,874 barrels of oil at 
various stations in the viciniry of Pittsburg. 
The oil was treated as shipped from Pittsburg 
for transportation to Philadeiphia, and the 
rates to be charged were to be reasonable, 
and not more than were charged tp other 
shippers of similar freight involving the same 
service, Such charges did not at that time 
exceed the sum of about 25 cents per barrel. 

Nevertheless, say the plaintiffs, ** the said 
defendant did not compel them to pay and 
did receive from them unreasonable and ex- 
cessive charges and more than was charged 
others in the same business—namely: $1.75 
per barrel—and the excess of this sum over the 
reasonable charges amounted in all to about 
$679,299. This sum the defendant under. 
took, March 1, 1876, to pay the plaintiffs 
when requested. The defendants. although 
requested to pay the sum June 1. 1876, re- 
fused the payment to the damage of the plain. 
tiffs in the sum of $800.000.”’ 

The affidavit of Richard S. Waring to these 
statements sets forth that the defendant 
transported goods for other shippers at rates 
far below that charged the plaintiff by means 
of secret manipulation of freight, secret 
methods of rebates, ete., and the said exces. 
sive charges were not less than $220,000.. 

The statement of the second suit, begun in 
1880, sets forth that the plaintiffs were en- 

ed in the oil business and had invested 

1,000,000 and were making $200,000 a 
year. It was engaged in transporting oil 
and employed defendant to ship oii at rates 
equal to those charged other shippers in the 
same line of business, yet the detendant, to- 
gether with the Allegheny Valley railroad, 

Standard Oil company, the Atientic Re- 
finery company, the Atlantic Storage com- 
ny, the United Pipe Line company, War- 
} Frew & Co., Lockhart 4 Frew, A. J. 
Bostwick & Co., Charies Pratt & Co., and 
other persons unknown, conspired to prevent 
the plaintiffs from transporting their oi! over 
the said railroads for just and reuson- 
able rates, with the intention of in- 
juring the business of the plaintiff. In

There is not a great deal to this matter.

Recently the revenues secured 
from subscriptions for the missionary fund 
have been small and less money was sent to 
Mrs. White in Australia, and some of the offi- 
cial reports were forwarded to her and she 
learned the bicycle fad had been adopted by 
the young people of our faith.

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RUSSIAN ORTHODOX OHUROH OELE- 
BRATION PROGRAM. ) 


Today and Tomorrow Will Be Devoted to 
Ceremonies Com of the 
100th Anniversary of the Church ina the 
Aleutian-Alaskan DiCccese- Thie Em- 
braces the United States, and Russians in 
Chicago Will Held Solemn Services 
During the Two Days Blessing the 
Water. : 

Ceremonies, elaborate and fuli of pomp, 
will mark the celebration today and tomor- 
row of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
Russian Orthodox Church in the Aleutian. 
Alaskan diocese, which embraces the United 
States and, of course, Chicago. The majority 
of the Russian Gentiles are members of the 
Chicago congregation of the Orthodox Church, 
which, though fuunded only three years ago, 
has a small but comfortable chapel in a re- 
modeled dwelling-house at No. 13 Center 
avenue, as well as hopes of building soon an 
edifice of its own, which will be creditable to 
Chicago, and also to the great Orthodox 
Church—the State church of Russia—the des- 
tinſes of which are ruled by the Holy Synod 
at St. Petersburg. The Orthodox creed and 
teachings are much the same as those of 
the Romane Catholic Church, but the 
supremacy of the Vatican is not recognized. 
Bishop Nicolai is at the head of the Orthodox 
Church in America, or in the Aleutian-Alaskan 
diocese, as it is known. The only other 
church in this section of the country is at 
Streator, III., where there is a flourishing con- 
gregation. After the World’s Fair the Rus- 
sian Government donated tothe Orthodox 
churchmen at Streator the beautiful vestibule 
used in the Russian display in the Manufact- 
ures Building, and out of it they are construct- 
ing a new church, which is nearing comple. 
tion, The congregations dre in charge of 
the priest, the Rev. Father Ambrose Vretta, 
and his assistant, the Rev. Sergius Sokoloff, 
who travel between Streator and Chicago, di- 
viding their time in ministering to the spir- 
itual wants of the two congregations, 

Father Alexis’ Work. 

The Rev. Father Alexis was the pioneer Or. 
thodox missionary in tne Northwest, estab 
lishing the first church east of the Pacific * 
coast in Minneapolis. He really appeared 
first as a minister of the Uniat Church, with a 
large congregation composed ee 
from the Austro-Hungarian provinces, which 
formeriy belonged to Russia. These people 
are known as Austro-Hungarian Russians. 
The Uniats were really Roman Catholics, giv- 
ing allegiance to the Pope, but Father Alexis 
went over to the church represented by Bisho 
Nicolai, carrying with him his church, chure 

perty, and almost his entire congregation. 
ter he went to Streator, where he succeeded 
in uniting the followers of the Orthodox 

Church and the Uniats, who were all Russians. 

The are all members of the Orthodox Church 

now. us at and around Streator 

are generally known as Huns, and the large 
congregation there is com of country 
merchants, miners, and laboring men gener- 
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ally. 

The Chicago congregation counts among 
its members men in various lines of business 
and professions. Danitry Petrovitch is the 
Treasurer and one of the wealthy parishion- 
ers. Among its other stanch supporters are 
Osip Vasilijevetd Travin. Prince Engalitcheff, 
and Vasily Undrejevitch Ebell. 

The centennial anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the church in America, Alaska 
being the first point visited by the mission- 
aries, falls Sept. 25 (old style) or Oct. 7 by 
the modern calendar. -The celebration of the 
event will begin today, the eve-of Jubilee 
day, with a requiem poy od for all departed 
fathers and brethren of Alaska Diocese, 
but especially for the pioneer missionaries— 
namely: Bishop Joasaph, the Monk Gher- 
man, Juvenaliue, Athanasius, Theofllus, Nes- 
tor Innocentius, and others. The liturgy will 
be followed by a solemn obituary service, 
and, if weather permits, the clergy of the dio- 
cise are advised to hold services at ceme- 
teries where brethren are interred. Tonight, 
at the little chapel on Center avenue, there 
will be a triumphant celebrahon Noct- 
winal, with blessings of breads, praise to St. 
Sergius, and anointing with blessed oils. Dur- 
ing service the priest will distribute amon 
the people crosses and sacred pictures, a 
to the literate, religious-moral books, and es- 
pecially the pamphlet entitled Life of the 
American Missionary Gherman, the Monk of 
the Valaamsky Convent.“ 

But tomorrow—the day of the anniversa 
and also St. Sergius day, a feast dear to all 
Orthodox Russians—the ceremonies will be 
of chief interest, They will be the first of the 
kind witnessed in this country outuide of 
Alaska and San Francisco. 


‘The Celebration. 


The celebration will begin with the blessing 
of water, and then, after the Divine, Liturgy 
and the Te Deum, a procession will be formed 
at the church, about which it will move to the 
strains of solemn music by a band. Clergy 
in full vestments will be in the line. In Rus- 
sia itis the custom to have the procession 
move to all springs, rivers, or other bodies of 
water, which are sanctified by the clergy with 
special services. The sunctification of the 

iver Neva always offers a great holiday 
in that country. It was the intention to have 
the pageant move to the Chicago River, but 
some of the churchmen in charge of the cele- 
bration decided that what that stream needed 
most was I and so they applied to 
the West Side Park Board for permission to 
take the procession to one of the park lakes. 
The lake in Union Park will probably be the 
scene of the service of sanctification if the 
permit be granted, After this service, if cir- 
cumstances permit, the homes of all parish- 
ioners who may desire it will be sprinkled 
with holy water. Appropriate sermons will 
be delivered during the liturgy. In the even- 
ing the services will comprise the Great Ves- 
pers and the Akathist to the Lord, after 
which the children of the parish will 
be instructed as to the meaning 
of the holiday. and each of them will receive 
asa memento a.gospel in the Russian lan- 
guage and a catechism in the Aleutian or 
other language. This program. is the official 
one for the day wherever the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church prevails, It will be carried out 
as fully as possible. Other details, such as 
decorations, the memorization of the anniver- 
sary by offerings and gifts for charitable pur. 
poses, are left to the clergy, church wardens, 
and the parishioners of each congregation. 
The celebration is to be concluded with a 
banquet, to which many citizens who are 
friends though not members of the church 
have been invited,

dent, has been arrested for participatmg in 
the July riots, although he says he can prove 
he was attending a dinner and took no part.

Capt. O'Neil waited at Port Limon two weeks 
for instructions, and finally received word 
from Washington that Zelaya has consented 
to permit American prisoners to land in Blue- 
fields and settle their affairs, although still 
considering them exiles and not entitled to 
trial.

OITY MAY YET BE SPARED AN Ar. 
Fame ASSESSMENT TANGLE 


Supreme Court Gives Chicago a Chance to 
Win the Wentworth Avenue Special 
Assessment Issue and the Browning 

Case by Granting Rehearings in Each 

' Milliens of Dollars at Stake and the 

Continuance of Public Improvements 
in Jeopardy=—Municipal Notes. : 

Corporation Counsel Rubens received infor- 
mation yesterday that the Supreme Court of 
Illinois had granted a rehearing in two ap- 
pealed special assessment cases, implying a 
good prospect of reversal and the rescue of 
the specia! assessment system of the city from 
confusion and ruin. One case related to the 
great Wentworth avenue sewer, which runs 
from LEighty-seventh street to the Little 
Calumet River, and is eleven miles long 
and fourteen feet wide, ana will cost 
$800,000. Some of the property-owners 
contested the assessments for this work. The 
case was tried before Judge Brown of Du 
Page County, sitting as an auxiliary Judge in 
Cook County, who confirmed the assessments. 
The contracts were let to Wilson & Jackson 
and Lahan & Byrne, and tha work was begun 
last December. Some of the defendants ap- 
pealed tothe Supreme Court, resting their 
case mainly on a point concerning the Judge. 
As the record showed Judge Scales was sit- 
ting at thesame time, they claimed he was 
not incompetent to sit and, therefore, Juage 
Brown had no right tosit. The Supreme 
Court held the same way and set aside Judge 
Brown’s judgment. : 

The legal effect of this decision was some- 
thing fearful to contemplate. Nearly all the 
assessment cases in Chicago for twenty years 
have been tried by outside Judges, and ac- 
cording to this decision were illegal. Conse- 
quently the city had nothing to expect but to 
refund all the money it had collected for pub- 
lic improvements during this time, amount- 
ing to a great many millions of dollars. What 
was equaily as bad there could be no legal 
special assessments in the future. Judge 
Scales’ entire time is taken up with his regu- 
lar docket, and,if outside Judges cannot 
hear special assessment cases, they cannot be 
heard at all, and public improvements must 
— unless the Legislature should grant re- 

ef. 

Under these circumstances the city govern- 
ment made a determined effort for a rehear- 
ing. Ex-J udge Prendergast was retained by 
Mayor Hopkins as special counsel for this 
purpose, and was entirely ‘successful. In the 
meanwhile the contractors had continued the 
work vigorously, relying on the advice of ex- 
8 Counsel Miiler, who has never 
doubted the Supreme Court would legalize 
the assessment. 

The other case in which a rehearing was 


2 is called the Brownimg case, and the 


rst decision of the Supreme Court in it 
would be just as bad in its retroactive effects 
as in the other case, special assessment 
law of the State requires the court to give one 
single judgment only in regard to each im- 
provement. But as some property-owners 
always acquiese in their assessments, and 
others always contest theirs, it has been the 
practice fer twenty yearg for the courts to 
render two judgments for every improve- 
ment. The first was a judgment by default 
against those who acquiesced, and the other, 
always rendered much later, was a judgment 
os the merits against the contestants. So it 
was in the Browning case, which was appealed 
on this ground, and the Supreme Court sus- 
tained the 9 In this case aleo happily 
a rehear s been granted. If court 
should adhere to its first decision the city 
might have to repay many millions of dollars 
callected by special assessments and spent on 
public improvements, 

Even with these two decisions out of the 
way, however, the city’s special assessments 
are not out of breakers. Supreme 
Court, in a third case, has rendered a decision 
as emt Arrassing as either of the other two, 
According to this decision an ordinance for a 
special assessment must say the contemplated 
N goa o lies within the City of Chicago. 
It is not sufficient for the ordinance to beg: : 
Be it enacted by the City Council of the City 
of Chicago.“ This error also has been com- 
mitted in ali the special assessment ordi- 
nances of the past. The City Law Depart- 
ment will make every effort to obtain a re- 
hearing in this case algo.

CONDITION OF, POLITICS, IN LOUISIANA. 


There Is a Chactic Feeling There, Which, 
However, May Be Improved, 

New Iseatu, La., Oct. 1,—[{Special Corre- 
spondence. ] —In a survey of the political field 
in Louisiana at the present time one will find 
a condition of affairs bordering on thé chaotic. 
The recent action of the sugar planters has 
attracted such widespread attention that it is 
assumed nearly every one is more or less 
familiar with that phase of the gituation. 
However, from comments indulgéd in by 
some Northern newspapers many might be 
led to thing the elements vitally interested in 
the sugar industry consists of the 500 or 600 
planters who are taking the initiative in the 
present movement, when. in fact, there are 
fully 500.000 peonle within the State whose 


prosperity and happiness are dependent large- 


ly upon that industry. Sugar is to Louisiana 
what wheat is to the Dakotas or sil- 
ver to Nevada, éxcept it interests rel- 
atively a much ‘larger number of people. 
It is not the producers of sugar or those indi- 
rectly interested in that article alone who are 
swelling the ranks of these in revolt against 
the Democratic party. 
allow the overshadowing interest in that ques- 
tion to obscure the fact that the new tariff 
bill is particularly severe on the other chief 
products of the State~viz.: Lumber and 
salt, both of which have been eed upon 
the free list.

great Wentworth avenue sewer appealed to 
the Supreme Court, one of the grounds being 
that Judge Brown, an outside Judge, heard 
the case at a time when Judge Scales was pre- 
siding. The Supreme Court set the assess- 
ment aside, holding Judge Brown had no 
jurisdiction. The court has just granted a 
rehearing in this case and may reconsider its 
decision. It will be a great convenience if it 
does, for there is so much work in the County 
Court at times that there ought to be two 
Judges there. The amount of special assess- 
ment business as well as business of other 
kinds is growing rapidly and only a first-class 
man can do the work well and get through 
his dockets. . ‘sail | 


BUSINESS-MEN SHOULD BEWARE. 

The junior Democratic organ calls on the 
business-men of this city to vote and work for 
Mr. MacVeagh and the party to which he be- 
longs at present. It assures them that his 
success will be for their interest because it 
will mean permanence of policy. They 
are told also that the continuance of the 
Democrats in power will not doe followed 
by another sweeping reduction of the tariff 
very soon.”’ 

Apparently the junior organ thinks the 
business-men do not fancy the co nces 
of “ sweeping tariff reductions,” and there- 
fore seeks to assure them that there will be 
no more legislative interferences with the 
business and the wage scale ot the country 
% very soon. These two words are rather in- 
definite. If the next House should be Demo- 
cratic and Congress should pass and the Pres- 
ident sign another tariff bill reduemg protec- 
tion 30 percent more and precipitating an- 
other panic, and the business-men should say 
reproachfully to the junior organ, You prom- 
ised us that nothing of this kind should be 
done very soon,“ it would reply, What 
was meant was that nothing would be done 
during the short session of the last Congress. 
II it had not been for half a dozen Demo- 
crats in the Senate the Wilson bill would have 
been passed as it left the House. These half- 
dozen Democrats managed to secure some- 
what higher duties in about every schedule. 
If those Senators were to s» y next December, 
Let us pass the original Wilson bill,“ the 
other Democrats in Senate and House would 
say, God bless you.“ and it would be done, 
though that would mean a sweeping revision 
of the tariff. 7 

If the Democrats do not get the control of the 
next House of Representatives there will not 
be a “sweeping revision of the tariff very 
soon, If they do there will be. Their national 
platform, yet unrepealed. pledges them to the 
abatement of protective duties as unconstitu- 
tional anda tobbery. Nearly all the State 
platforms recently adopted bave said that the 
present bill is merely a step in the right direc- 
tion. Mr. MacVeayh is not in favor of stand- 
ing still as regards the tariff. He wants to 
make fast what we now have of tariff reform 
and to get more.“ The present law, accord. 
ing to him, begins a newera. It is so great 
a triumph that ia 1890 or even 1892 we 
should have accepted it with enthusiasm. 
But the reform sentiment has grown and the 
reform must grow with it.“ 

If by hook or by crook, by means of a 
solid South and a 1 the 


Democrats manage to secure 4 jmajority in 
the next House and to strengt the free 
traders in the Senate by putting there Mr. 
MacVeagh and men who think as he does, 
by January of 1895 the Committee on Ways 
and Means will report another tariff bill cutting 
duties all along the line, and thus necessitating 
a still further reduction of the wage scale. 
The committee will say that the mandate 
of 1892 has been reiterated by the people, 
and that in obedience to it another third of 
the tariff walls which have protected the 
home market must be thrown down. 

Business-men who tryto help Mr. Mac. 
Veagh to aseat in the Senate ought to under- 
stand clearly what will happen in the event of 
his success and that of his party. They will 
have to do business on a falling market for a 
few years more. Do they relish that? Busi- 
ness-men who dealin sugar snd articles like 
tea and coffee, which will probably be taxed 
in the next Democratic tariff bill, may feel 
satisfied, For such tariff taxation will add to 
the value of the stocks they have on hand. 
But other business-men having on hand stocke 
of competitive goods, which are reduced in 
value by the lowering of duties, cannot view 
with complacency the prosvect of Democratic 
success. 

These assurances that the Democrats will 
not reduce the tariff radically ‘‘ very soon in 
the event of their success are not worth the 
paper they are printed on. There will be 
another sweeping reduction of duties and the 
wage scale as soon as the Democrats get a 
chance. 


AFFAIRS OF THE UNION PACIFIC. 

The latest annual report by the govern- 
mentdirectors of the Union Pacific railroad 
company was lodged with the Secretary of 
the Interior Thursday. It covers the year 
ending with June last. It recounts the terri- 
ble failing off in business in the summer of 
1893, which prevailed with almost equal 
severity on all the railroads in the United 
States west of the Missouri River, as evidently 
proceeding from the operation of deep-seated 
causes which could not be explained as the 
result of temporary adverse conditions. 
Hence the application for à receivership, 
which was asked for to cover the whole of the 
8,166 miles of line, as it was believed the 
vast system possessed & greater earning pow- 
er when operated as a whole than if dismem- 
bered. 

Tue receivers found the com pany loaded 
down with a burden of obligations entirely 
beyond its power to distharge. They have 
tried, however, to keep up to the full standard 
the physical condition of all the lines. They 
have ordered 26,000 tons of steel rails, most

in good condition, and all expenditures of 


1 every kind have been charged against income.

bill, It snggests to ascertain the minimum 
net earning power of all the lines to be or- 
ganized;to subject the entire system toa 
single mortgage and under it issue 3 per cent 
100-year bonds to such an amount that the 
accruing interest will not exceed the mini- 
mum earning power; to ascertain the debt 
due the government by adding 6 per cent in- 
terest to the principal of the bonds from date 
to maturity, crediting against it the United 
States bond and interest account, and dis- 
counting the result at 3 per cent per annum 
for (say) the close of this fiscal year; to ap- 
ply the sinking fund to the payment of bonds 
which have priority of lien over the lien of 
the government, applying also to this 5 mill- 


ions of the proceeds of an assessment of $10 


per share; to sell so many of the new 3 per 
cents as are required to pay off the remainder 
of the prior lien bonds at maturity; to issue 
to the government an amount of -the 3 per 
cent new bonds equal to the whole debt as as- 
certained by the process named; to apply the 
remainder of the new bounds and so much of 
the preferred stock as may be necessary to 
compensate security-holders for reduction of 
interest, etc. ; and to carry t> foreclosure, de- 
cree, and sale the entire railroad property of 
the company, including the bonds and lands 
held in the collateral trusts. 

The report states that the consolidation of 
the three lines above named could be effected 
by executing a singie mortgage covering all 
their properties, issuing thereunder 3 per cent 
100-.year bonds and 5 per cent non-cumula. 
tive preferred stock and common stock. This 
would require 220 millions in first mortgage 
bonds. 90 millions in preferred stock, and 88 
millions of common stock. The fixed charges 
under these issues would amount to about 
$6.600,000, and the minimum net earnings, 
as tested by the returas of the last fiscal year, 
amount to $6,689,000, so that with entire 
safety it may be assumed that the earnings 
for the future would more than suffice to meet 
the amount in question. 


“STABILITY” IN MONEY AND PRICES. 

The address issued by the Executive com- 
mittee of the Ohio Democrats contains the 
assertion that no money standard ever has 
been nor ever can be a fixed and unvarying 
measure of values. By this it probably is 
meant that it is not possible for a stated 
quantity of products of human labor always 
to exchange for a stated amount of gold or 
silver, the same at one time as another. This 
is auite true, because when an article is plen- 
tiful in proportion to the demand for it more 
of that article than before exchanges for a 
stated amount of gold or silver, and if scarce 
it exchanges for less. In the one case it be- 
comes cheaper, in the other dearer. In both 
cases the price varies under the operation of 
the law of supply and demand, 

Instead of regarding gold and silver, let us 
look at the best stanaard, which is the ex- 
changeable value of a day’s work; in other 
words, how much the labor of one man fora 
stated time will purchase for him of the dif. 
ferent things which he needs for the comfort- 
able support of himself and family. When 
we apply this standard we find that since 
1840, in this country at least, the value of a 
day’s labor has slowly and steadily appreci- 
ated. It has been paid with more gold or 
silver than formerly, so thatas compared with 
the day’s labor these metals have declined 
greatly in value, and labor each year has 
obtained a larger and larger share of the 
products of labor. . This increasing value of a 
day’s work is due to cheaper transportation, 
to the extended use of labor-saving ma- 
chinery, and to more intelligent methods of 
doing work. And this process of adding to 
the purchasing power of a day’s toil will go 
on sluwly, steadily, and gradually until ihven- 
tion ceases, till inventors stop inventing, and 
we ultimately have exhausted all the resout ces" 
of mind and matter. Then we may reach the 
stage of stability in prices, not before, 

These remarks will apply accurately to 
about all products except those of the soil, 
these being affected by variations in the eup- 
ply of moisture andin temperature, which 
are beyond the power of humanity to control. 
With these as factors in crop production we 
may have great superabundance or scarcity, 
with corresponding variations in prices. That 
is conspicuously iliustrated at the present time 
in the cases of. the two great food products of 
the civilized world, wheat and corn. Since 
1890 there has been a larger production of 
wheat than was wanted at fermer prices, 
which lessened the amount of gold or silver 
that the bushel of wheat would exchange for. 
And in obedience to another natural law the 
price was lessened in far greater proportion 
than the supply increased, the price variation 
being more nearly in the inverse ratio of aug- 
ment in the surplus over normal require- 


ments. AS per cent increase in total quan. 


tity may bea 25 or 80 per cent increase in 
surplus and that cause a 25 or 80 per cent 
decrease in price. In the case of corn we 
have an acknowledged scarcity this year and 
the price of that article has boomed accord. 
ingly, while that of wheat was excessively 
lowered, 

In the case of other articles which are pro- 
duced in just about sufficient quantity to meet 
an ordinary demand we do not observe any 
of these departures from normal prices. The 
other cereals are not much changed in price,and 
the minor changes that ha ve occurred recently 
were due to expected change in the demand 
for consumption because of the plenty of 
wheat or scarcity of corn, or both, Indeed, 
all other articles remain practically stationary, 
except as they are interfered with by the 
tariff legislation of the Democrats. That 
disastrous interference has hammered down 
prices 20 and in some cases 30 per cent. 
Mr. Thurman, who drew up the address for 
the Democrats of Ohio, utterly has failed to 
take into account the essential fact that the 
grand standard of value for products is the 
cost of human labor, and that the standard 
would not have been affected as it has been 
but for the disturbance caused by Democratic 
policy. . 

From the time when resumption practically 
began, in 1877, up to thé early spring of 
1893, gold was depreciating year by year 
slowly but steadily as compared with human 
labor. Silver also depreciated, though it was 
kept up artificiaily to a gold parity in this 
country and in some of those in Europe. But 
in other lands, which are ona silver basis, 
there has been a heavy depreciation in silver, 
which has caused a much larger quantity of 


it to exchange fora dav’s labor than other- 


wise would have been the case. But it is diffi. 
cult to see how anything has been gained by 
the people of those countries through the fact 
that they are paid ina larger quantity of sil. 
ver, which has depreciated 50 per cent, than 
if they were paid with half the number of 
pieces, each of which had twice the buying 
power of those they now get. If the free 


coinage which Mr. Thurman wants were to be 
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there now would have been good 
employment at good wages for all who wanted 
to work. The farmer now would be getting 
fair prices for his produce and the tendency 
for labor to obtain more and more gold for a 
day’s wor would have operated uninterrupted- 
ly ali through this year and last as it did durmg 
the fifteen or sixteen years preceding the time 
when the Democrats took hold with their 
policy of rule or ruin,“ they preferring the 
latter when it. could not be avoided without 
indorsing the policy of a Republican Con- 
gtess and administration. 


SUGAR BEETS IN NEBRASKA. 

The Agricultural Experiment Station in Ne- 
braska publishes a translation of a report on 
the beet sugar industry in that State made by 
Dr. Max Hollrung of Germany. The report 
was written before the passage of the new tar- 
iff bill, and therefore does not take into ac- 
count the effect of that law, except in onesen- 
tence on the last page. But that sentence isan 
important one. After stating that the devel- 
opment of the industry would continue as 
long as the government should pay a premi- 
um of 2 cents per pound of 90 per cent sugar 
to the manufacturer of domestic sugar the re- 
port says: “If this premium is withdrawn 
without compensation the beet root sugar in- 
dustry of America will probably be ruined, in 
spite of its present prosperous condition. 

‘According to Dr, Hollrung about 9.375.000 
acres, or nearly a fifth part of the 48,000,000 
acres of land in Nebraska, is fit for beet cult- 
ure. In Germany beets are successfully culti- 
vated on soil of a far more unfavorable com- 
position, but the Nebraska land would be ex- 
hausted in a comparatively short time if the 
farmers did not replace the mineral sub. 
stances which continuous beet culture with- 
draws from the soil. At present the farmers 
avoid the expense of fertilizers. The meteor- 
ological conditions are favorable, though the 
position just east of the Rocky Mountains pre- 
disposes to long periods of drought, and cool 
springs with hot summers prevail. The tem- 
perature resembles that of Germany. in its 
general conditions, though June, July, and 
August are hotter. 
the North Platte empties into the Platte the 
rainfall is not sufficient and beet culture would 
be possible only with artificial irrigation. The 
young plants often are ruined by the dry 
sharp winds that prevail in the spring, which 
renders replanting necessary. Diseases of the 
soil and plants are far less developed than m 
Germany and are subjected to a careful sur- 
veillance by the State. | 

At Ames the crop is stated to have been 14 
to 16 tons per acre, which at $5 per ton 
would yield $70 to $80 to the acre. The 
cost is stated atabout $57, this including $12 
for manure and $5 for rent on land worth 
$40 to $50 per acre, Also it includes $7 for 
hauling by team two or three miles to the fac- 
tory. Labor is abundant. Smgle individu- 
als and small gangs, among, them the so- 
called Russians, offered their services at the 
factory without being accepted. The factory 
managers engage the laborers who have fin- 
ished the grain harvest at the farms and can 
return there when required for the harvesting 
of corn, which does not take place before the 
first frost. So the factory is seldom in need 
of field hands between qu y and October. The 
more permanent workmen often cultivate 
beets for the factory on -their own account 
during the summer. Wages are high, but the 
American worker gets his task done more 
quickly than does the German agricult- 
ural laborer. He requires no supervision, 
which saves one item of expense. He works 
twelve hours, stopping only at noon for din- 
ner. The day’s work of an American is esti- 


mated to be worth 80 to 40 per cent more 


than that of a German farm hand. 

When the report was written the day labor- 
er was earning $1.25 to $1.50 in Nebraska, 
but when hired by the month he received 
somewhat less. Laborers in the factory 
earned from 15 to 80 cents per 
hour, boiling masters, te., $3 per day. 
Engineers earned $125 per month. In 
Germany the wages of rural labor have been 
doubled since 1866. It is believed probable 
that beet culture will supplant that of corn 
and the smaller cereals in Nebraska in many 
instances, but only when the greater amount 
of work and care “required by the beet bring 
in considerably larger returns. The beet 
sugar production in the United States was 5 
million pounds in 1889 and 7 millions in 
1890. In 1891 it rose to 12 millions, and 
to 2534 millions in 1892 on an area of 17,- 
844 acres, The area was estimated to exceed 
80,000 acres last year. 


WHAT ENGLISH COMPETITION MEANS. 

Mr. MacVeagh told his audience at Joliet: 
It is nonesense to say we can’t compete with 
Englend 3,000 miles away.“ Nobody has as- 
serted that such competition would be impos- 
sible if the cost of procuring the raw materidls 
and putting them into the shapes in which 
they are adapted for ultimate consumption 
were reduced to the English basis. But such 
reduction would have to be made to permit 
the competition, except what would corre: 
spond to the very small margin of *‘ protec. 
tion afforded by the cost of transportation 
from the British producer to the consumer in 
this country. That difference is a little one 
compared with its magnitude a few years 
ago, and it is in process of continuous dimi- 
nution as the transportation companies learn 
how to carry at lower and lower cost: The 


protection at seaboard points afforded by the 


cost of carrying across the 3.000 miles of 
ocean now is exceedingly small, and the audi 
tional one to the interior, dye to the cost of 
internal transportation, also does not amount 
to much on the goods which are rendered 
most valuable by having a great amount of 
labor expended upon them. 

Nearly all the selling value of the finished 
product is given to it by labor. It includes 
the muscular exertion needed to procure the 
„raw material“ from the forest, the mine, or 
other source, and of transporting it to the 
places where it is used up into finished 
product, besides the labor empioyed in the 
later processes of conversion, Also it must 
include a fair remuneration for the products 
of labor in the past, which has produced the 
buildings, machinery, etc., used in the several 
processes of production and transportation, 
or there would be no inducement to capital 
to renew these when worn out, still less to re. 


place them by others better adapted to the 


work in hand. It is neglect to take account 
of this fundamental fact which permits ap- 
plause of the labor agitators when they teil 
their hearers that they bre not getting their 
fair share of production. But for such 
neglect on his own part an alleged “scholar 
in polities like MacVeagh never would 
claim in making free trade speeches that “ it 


is by labor organization the laborer ever gets 


his wages raised, and leaves him to infer 
that such organization can raise or maintain 


West of the place where.

American manufacturer to pay for the pro- 
duction of his goods more than he could sell 
them for, and in order to sell at the same

trifle above the weges that are paid for the 
same class of work in the British Islands. If 
the wage-earners of the United States are 


willing to accept this condition, which abol- 


ishes the inducement that many of their 


number had to migrate to this country, they 


should vote the Democratic ticket by all 
means, and be prepared to welcome the fur- 


| ther severe cut that will be necessary to make 


American wages conform to the English 
standard. But if such a result would not sat- 
isfy them they ought to turn a deaf ear and a 
cold shoulder to MacVeagh and other Demo- 
cratic orators, and next month vote for Re- 
publican candidates and a return to the Ke- 
publican policy of protection to the American 
toiler. 


Tin men who are running the Democratic

They look on the present law 
merely as a first step in the direction of free 
trade. Nearly every Democratic State piat- 
form praises the present law, but promises 
that the party will go farther in the free trade 
direction. ‘In this State the Democrats have 
made further tariff reduction the sole issue. 
Thoy have a candidate for Senator who says 
the tariff walls must be razed to the ground. 
There are bills, passed by the House and be- 
fore the Senate now, providing for further 
tariff reductions. Give the Demecrats the 
next Congress and there are few articles now 
dutiable the duties on which will not be 
lowered by them. It is impossible for these 
Ohio Democrats to deceive the people of the 
United States. They may say what they 
please, but the voters know that the Demo- 
crats, if in power, will not let the tariff alone. 
They have pulled down the tariff walls in part 
and will not stop till they have destroyed 
them utterly end brought the American wage 
scale down to the foreign level.

Du Maurier’s “Trilby.” 

Every one who reads Trilby is reminded 
of Thackeray. Perhaps the reason is this: 
Thackeray was a great novelist who had a 
pretty knack of making pictures, while 
George du Maurier is a great artist with a 
pretty knack of telling stories... The har- 
monious blending of the two pictorial 
and descriptive, in the present novel is at once 


unique and delightiul, imperfect as the 


art of story teller may be confessed to be. 
In this day of high polish in the technique of 


fiction Mr. du Maurier’s defects as a work- 


man are quite evident. There isa fall off 
of interest In the second half of each of the 
books he has thus far written, Peter Ibbet- 
son and Trilby.”” His discursiveness at 
times runs away with him, asin the descrip- 
tion of the concert in Trilby.“ But if one 
were to oppoxe to these faults the list 
of his qualities a column would 
not de sufficient to hold them. 
A few are these: The frankness with which 
he takes the reader into his confidence is win- 
ning. His kindliness is unfailing, and it is the 
searoned kindliness of a man who has seen 
the world and bas never permitted it to em- 
ditter him. How delicately he flatters one 
in the at once familiar and apt quotatons 
which he uses. Not one is dragged in to show 
his elearning, but all t quotations 
serve the decorative purpose of old lace. 
While one is a stickler for purity in English 
style (for the English language can express 
adequately all the thoughts of man) the poly- 
giot appearance of these pages is far from 
displeasing; indeed, the Parisian siang in 
italics is so much peppering. On the whole 
“ Trilby ” is at once a literary and artistic 
reminiscence, enhan by the charm of 
characterizations taken lovingly from life. 
Now that complex studies of womankind 
are the fashion it is refreshing to finda char- 
acter so simple as Du Maurier’s heroine. 
Trilby’s distinctive charm is her genuine 
comradeship. Think of saying of a girl: 
“She is as straight and honorable as a 
.”’ Imagine Abbé Prevost say- 
ing that of Manon Lescaut or A- 
honse Daudet saymg it of his Sappho. 


‘Trilby must be as incomprehensible to the 


Gallic mind as it is dear to the Angio-Saxon. 
It is brave of the author to represent her in 
her dust-touched robes of reality when it was 
so easy to idealize her into an ismprobability. 
He says in one of those amusing asides in 
which he talks confidentially to the reader: 

A modern teller of tales most widely (and most 
justiy) popular tells us of heroes and heroines, 
who, like Lord Byron's corsair, were linked with 
one virtue and a thousand crimes. And so dex- 
trously does he weave his story that the yo 

rson may read it and learn noth but good.

The “ ubiquitous young person is a tyrant 
in the realm of English literature, and one 
admires George du Maurier for declaring him- 
seif a gentle but a determined rebel to her rule. 
This tyrant has an army of Philistines always 
ready to execute his behests, and these are 
the people who declare that Trilby,“ as a 
work of fiction, is immoral. It is not the 
subject but the spirit in which a subject is 
treated that determines the morality of a 
work of art; and from this point of view the 
story of Trilby ”’ is as innocuous as a flower. 

The Philistines have much to learn from 
this book (if those Bourbons of the artistic 
world could learn or forget anything.) The 
following passage, for instance, will be rank 
heresy to them, yet it is a platitude to all 
lovers of beauty: 

And here it would not be amiss for me to state 
a fact well known to all painters and sculptors 
who have used the nude model (except a few 
senile pretenders whose purity not being of 
right sort has gone rank from too much watching),

With Froissart’s Ohronicles, Hal- 
lam’s Middle Ages.“ Bryce’s Holy Roman 
Empire,“ Coxe’s Chapters Pertainmg to the 
Hapsburgs,”’ aad Gibbons “ Rome’’ to draw. 
from any writer of ordinary, Eaglish should 
be able to turn out at least as a History 
of Germany in the Middle Ages” as Mr. Hen- 
derson has done. Asa book of reference 
however, it possesses a distinct value, an 
notwithstanding its faults of style it will be 
worth adding to historical libraries. (Mac- 
millan & Co.) 


Brict Mention. 

Maturin M. Ballou, the well-known frav-

In all expositions the question of awards is 
a most important and crucial one, At the 
very first meeting of the Board of Lady Man- 
agers a resolution was adopted looking to a 
step in this direction beyond anything which 


} had ever been done at any other exposition, 


‘in providing some sort of recognition for the 


work men and women who were prominently 


instrumental in producing or perfecting any 
exhibit that received an award. | 

To secure the recegnition which this resolu- 
tion proposed to men and women who 
work Mrs. Potter Palmer went before a spe- 
cial eommittee of Congress and presented the 
matter to them in so forceful a as to 

vert them without dissent to plan 
the board of which she was President had 
pro . The principle involved is that the 
artisan should share with the manufacturer 
whatever of honor or ay other return that 
comes from his effort. It was not until Dec. 
15, 1898, that the resolution providing that 
a diploma of honorable mention be conferred 
upon designers, inventors. and expert artisans 
who assisted in the production perfection 
of such exhibits as were awarded diplomas or 
formally commended by the Director-Gen- 
eral of the Exposition passed the two Houses 
and became a law. The same resolution gave 
authority to the Board of Lady Managers to 
resent such diplomas of honorable mention. 
his awarding of the work of pre- 
senting these diplomas to the woman’s 
board was not alone a cognitidn of 
the fact that the idea o ted with them 
but because thé conduct of their finances had 
been such as met the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. In this connection the 
fact is not without interest that this board is 
finishing up all its work and arranging for 
much that is to be bestowed in the memorial 
building, including. a complete history - of 
its work, and still bas kept well within 
the . 

As Chairman of the Committee of Awards 
Mrs. Virginia C. Meredith has direct charge 
of issuing the diplomas of honorable men- 
tion, of which there will be over 20,000. 
Mrs. Meredith, who has ten clerks working 
under her, to begin with inaugurated the most 
perfect system for her work. She obtained a 
list of all the awards she sent to each recip- 
ient of a diploma the following form, on the 
back of which was printed the resolution 
passed by Congress: 

To Board of Lady Managers, 701 Masonic 
Temple, Chicago, III.; In accordance with 
provisions of a joint resolution of the Congress 
of the United States we hereby pein that the 
following persons assisted in the production and 
perfection of the exhibit in the Columbian Expo- 
sition, for which a; medal and diploma were 
igned exhibiter.

It is a notable fact that the employers whom 
Mre. Meredith addressed responded most 
cordially to her request. A large number of 
the letters she received from them evidence 
that they are not only in hearty sympathy 
with the proposed recognition of their work- 
men, but that thespirit of the brothers Cheery- 
‘ble is still abroad in the world. For instance, 
the head of a big firm of foreign manufact- 
urers writes: 

„Dear Madam: Please accept my sincere 
hanks for your kind letter and the diplomas 
of honorable mention which you have sent 
to the several men who assisted in the build- 
ing of my exhibit for the late Fair. They have 
most of them been with me for the last twenty 
years, and I appreciate it almost as much as 
the receiving of my own award. Again 
thanking you in behalf of my men, 
Iam very truly yours.” This letter is not 
unlike in spirit to thousands of others, which 
show the most cordial relations between em- 
ployers and their workmen. These letters 
are all carefully filed, and will bea part of 
the history of the Exposition. 

In addition to letters from employers there 
are great stacks of communications from the 
workmen themselves, and indiscriminate se- 
lections from them show how highly they ap- 

reciate the recognition of these diplomas of 

onorable mention. One of them says: 

“Ihave the honor to acknowledge receipt 
of the diploma which you sent me, and which 
was entirely unexpected. It will be most 
highly prized, not alone for its beauty and 
because it is a testimonial to my humble 
efforts in contributing my mite to the success 
of our great World’s Fair, but from the fact 
that it typifies the intelligent interest taken 
by the Lady Managers of the Exposition to 
secure for the workers of the ‘White City’ 
the recognition they might never have re- 
ceived but for the love of fair play of Amer. 
ica’s honored daughters. 

Another letter which shows how gallant 
— made another workman who had 

elped to make an article which won an 
award is as follows: I beg to acknowledge 
with thanks the receipt of the diploma of 
honorable mention issued in my name. The 
ladies of our land have shown themselves able 
to do most effective work in the whole broad 
field of human effort, and the Columbian Ex- 
position added only one more proof of their ca- 
pacity to do all things as well and some things 
better than their ancient lords and masters. 

Another writes in a similar strain and says:

A work of magnitude which is going on inter- 
mittently whenever Miss Johnson, who has it in 
charge, can be spared from that which is of 
immediate importance is the making of scrap- 
books wh.ch contain all that appeared in the 
Chicago press concerning the Fair.

Fine justice, dis- 
crimination, and tact characterize her work, 
in which she shows how energetically and 
successfully women wrought for the great 
Fair. She makes the interesting statement that 


she findsin connection with her work that the 


women’s boards of the thirty-one States that 
made apprupriations for the department of 
women’s work with few exceptions returned 
a portion of the appropriation made them to 
the State Treasury. It seems to have been a 
matter of especial pride with each of these 
boards to keep in hand an unexpended bal- 
ance. In those States where ng appropria- 
tion was made women ra their own funds 
and in this way all States were represented 
and the best that woman is doing in over 130 
avocahons—not including art, music, litera- 
ture, invention, charity, and philanthropic 
work—was demonstrated and an account of 
it all will appear in the digest on which Mrs. 
Clark is at work. 

Among the letters which she receives from 
different women in connection with the vari- 
ous lines of work with which they are promi- 
nently identified Mrs. Clark has many which 
show the recognition of their work at the 
Fair has been the greatest possible advantage 
to them. Mrs. Elizabeth Sheldon, who deco- 
rated the Connecticut room in the Woman’s 
Building, writes that through that work 
she has been so pressed with orders that 
she has been quite unable to meet the de- 
mand. A number of inventors declare that 
the exhibition of their inventions at the Fair 
has opened the way to success for them. One 
woman, the inventor of a simple combina- 
tion beater of various mixtures for cooking, 
often comes to report her growing opulence, 
and also her gratitude to the board—which 
seems to pone by vm 4 her income —for mak- 
ing it possible for her to, as it were, put her 
hight on the candlestick, where it can be seen, 
appreciated, and, incidentally, paid for. 

he work upon which Mrs. Clark is en- 
gaged is to be handsomely illustrated and in 
other aspects to be an edition de luxe. It will 
not be for sale, but will be distributed at the 
discretion of the Board of Lady Managers. 

The chief of installation of the Woman's 
Building is also here, and with herclerks busy 
making out exhaustive statements in regard 
to her part of the work. The detail of this 
work is simply exhausting to contemplate. 
The cost of maintenance and all other values 
are given in the tabulated statements, iuelud- 
ing the cost of all that the woman’s building 
contained. 

There is much of interest in this depart- 
ment in the report of the salesroom of the 
Woman's Building. This salesroom was ar- 
ranged to assist women to learn methods of 
business and also to help them uniarily by 
disposing of such articles as they could fur. 
nish as should prove suitable. One member 
of the board was especially interested in this 
humane undertaking, and began in February, 
1892, to write letters to all parts of the coun- 
try informing women that there would besuch 
a room and inviting contributions. 

The history of this department lacks neither 
humor nor pathos and itin some ways is 
as interesting as a romance. One little 
woman way up in Maine, whose life was the 
reverse of opuient, realized $1,450 from the 
sale ofa small penwiper doll which was suffi. 
ciently quaint and striking to captivate the 
public fancy. These cheap little articles were 
for months in such demand that their fort- 
unate maker could scarcely supply them ia 
sufficient quantities. 

Two sisters who live in Buffalo sent on 
some pretty paper novelties which were a 
great success, and from the sale of which they 
realized something more than $10,000. A 
little bedridden cripple who in her far-away 
home heard of the opportunity which this 
salesroom would afford, made and sent a 
little novelty which sold well and brought a 
areturn which enabled her to tide her fam- 
ily, Who were poor, over try financial 
straights.

ONE WOMAN'S SEORET OF BEAUTY, 


Baths in the Blvod of Maidens, for Which 
Hundreds Were Put to Death, 
Paris has just been edified by a work treat- 


ing of the life and proceedings ofa lady of the | 
sixteenth century, who carried her care for

backed by many official documents of un- 
doubted authenticity, and the lady’s amiable

The lady in question was named Elizabeth 
Bathory, tesse Nadasdy, who married at 
the age of 15, in 1595, Comte Frangois Na- 
dasdy, who was not of too mild a nature him- 
self, as, when his wife complained one day 
that her maid bad been impertinent, he or- 
dyed the erring bandmaiden stri 
smeared with honey, and laid on a wasps 
nest, from the effects of which tle admo- 
nition she subsequently died. The Countess 
Elizabeth was left a w in 1604 and began 
simply at first to try to ae: the rigorous 
discipline enforced by her late husband.

Whether in after years she considered thirty 
years of solitary confinement too h a price 
to pay for six years of unimpaired 
ts hard to say, but the inference is: that she 
did, since she killed herself.
